The Appointment of Delegates. 


(New York Herald.) 
The convention of Southern republi- 


Virginia, West Virginia, Maryland, Del- 
aware, North and South Carolina, Geor- 
ia, Alabama, Florida; Mississippi, Lou- 
isiana, Texas, Arkangas, Tennessee, Mis- 
souri and Kentucky, which has been 
called to meet at Atlanta, Ga., on the 
12th of October, not only has the unqual- 
ified approval of the president and mem- 
lated to do more to conserve the peace 
also the indorsement. of the republican 
congressional committee, as well as that 


are most anxious that the. political effect 
of exaggerated outrages may be stilled 
at once and the action of the agitators on 
both sides be understood in its true light. 
In this convention it is understood there 
will not be a single federal office-holder, 
the object being to have a fair and truth- 
ful representation of the political and 
financial condition of the southern states, 
and the refoi'ms necessary to make the 
work of reconstruction complete and 
satisfactory to the entire people of the 
south and the nation. Hence it is deter- 
mined that the delegates to this conven: 
tion shall not be mere politicians, but 
such men #8 are entitled to respect and 
confidence by reason of their loyalty 
during the rebellion, and unbiased now 
by either fideral appointments or regard 
for tederal patronage. The time when 
the convertion is cailed is so near at hand 
that the daty of naming the delegates has 
been entiusted to the state central com- 
mittees or their chairmen. ‘Texas leads otf 
with a delegation of fifteen, the majority 
of whom have a national reputation, not 
only for loyalty during the war but fora 
conspicuous part in the political history 
of the nation prior to the rebellion. These 
appointmeuts have been made by Bowles 
Baker, the chairman of the Texas repub- 
lican executive Committee, and will be 
followed by equaily good appointments 
from Louisiana, Alabama and the other 
soutbern states. ‘This much assured, the 
demucratic politicians are somewhat per- 
plexed asto how they willuct. If the 
Atlanta convention, composed, as it is 
hoped it will be, of men commanding the 
respect of all classes of citizens in the 
southern states, declares that the only 
object to be attained is the prosperity o! 
the south, and once more render its Citi- 
zeos~=s harmonious and happy, it 
is believed this will eliminate 
the unreliable anc unidentified 
element who have been the agitators on 
one side while the advocates of *‘the lost 
cause” have matched them on the other. 
The president is pledged not to further 
encourage appointments in the southern 
states amony the agitators, or among that 
class who have abused their otlicial posi- 
tion from felftish and corrupt motives. 

That the object of the convention may 
not be misunderstood, or the meeting 
turned from the purpose for which it is 
called, it is the intention of the president, 


‘vice-president, members of the cabinet— 


especially the secretary of the treasury 
and postmaster-general—to be in Atlanta 
during the session of the convention, 
together with leading statesmen and cap 
italists who desire to Know the true Con- 
dition of the south, and who hope to as- 
sure the southern people that they, too, 
have but one desire, and that a united 
and prosperous country. 

New York Tribune: The call for a 
convention of the republican party at At- 
lanta, next month, is to some extent in 
dicative of alarm on the part of the lead- 
ers at the position of affairs in that sec- 
tion. There is certainly cause for Con- 
sultation, and « candid avowal as to who 
should take the burden of responsibility 
for misrule in the southern states would 
give the convention plenty to do, and be 
of great interest both inside and outside 
of the republican party.

where, during the war, radical bush- 
wackers and negroes had it all their own 
way, and committed not less than 200 
murders for purposes of rapine and rob- 
bery. Throughout that section the ne- 
gro outrages have recently been fre- 
quent and horrible, and just before the 
election of the 6th of August, during the 
campaign preceding which the questions 
arising under the civil rights bill were 
bitterly discussed, the alarm among the 
whites became so great that in many in- 
stances women and children 

SLEPT OUT OF DOORS, 

believing they were in danger of being 
burned in their beds by organized gangs 
of blacks led by white desperadoes, as 
they almost invariably are. The fears 
were founded partly on the plot over- 
heard by one Bostwick, a republican, and 
a member of Jack Rogers’ Tennessee 
regiment (federal) during the war, asd 
partly on the frequent recurrence of 
eavlere af negroes by masked men, such 
as the late one, in which an aged colored 
man named Dick McKenney, four miles 
east of Chestnut Mound, Smith county, 
was shot without provocation in his 
house, or the shooting of Julia Hayden, 
a school teacher, at Hartsville, and which, 
though taking place since the event of 
which we are about to treat, are a part 
of its growth and history. 

To confirm Bostwick’s statement of a 
contemplated rising on the 5th of August: 

“Two or three negroes in the neighbor- 
hood of Gleason, Tenn., in Weakley 
county, went to their employers on the 
morning of that day and gave up their 
guns and asked his protection. ‘The citi- 
zens thereupon commenced arming, and 
to their dismay and in confirmation of 
their fears they found that not a pound of 
buckshot nor a pistol could be had in 
Henry or Weakley counties,” 

The alarm turned out to be false, how- 
eber, for the night, but on last Saturday 
week it was proved that Bostwick’s war- 
ning was not idle. A few days previous 
Joe Whole and four other citizens of 
Picketville bought 
A ROAST PIG 
from a negro named Joe Webb, and 
after eating what they wanted, gave the 
residue to a negro with them. Their 
right to do this was disputed by Webb 
and his friends, and a\ tight on the spot 
seemed imminent. The men _ reached 
home safely, however, leaving, as it 
proved, the negroes thirsting tor ven- 
geance. On the Saturday named, while 
two young men named Munroe Morgan 
and James Warren were riding along the 
road, some three miles from Picketville, 
they were fired upon by some thirty or 
forty negroes hid in the woods. The 
young men abandoned their horses, 
which were killed or badly wounded, 
took to the woods and escaped to the 
town and alarmed the citizens. Suspect- 
ing a negro named Jim Walker of com- 
plicity in the shooting, a constable with 
& posse proceeded to his house, where 
they captured a negro named Ben Bal- 
lard, who confessed that negroes, chiefly 
from. Humboldt and vicinity, had met 
Saturday night and organized to protect 
Webb, colored, from kuklux, and after 
that to ge to Picketville, kill tive mes 
(the five concerned in the pig affair,) burn 
the town, take possession of the lands, 
and, to use their own expression, 

“CLEAR UP THE NEIGHBORHOOD.” 
They had expected to mect another 
company of negroes that night, but tbey 
failed to come, and, after the firing on 
Warren and Morgan, they dispersed. 
Sixteen nevroes in ail were arrested and 
tried before a magistrate, five more turn- 
iny states evidence in addition to Ballard. 
THE LYNCHING, 
as is already known, soon followed. 
Kighty-six men, armed and masked, 
cailed at the jail at midnight and de- 
manded the prisoners. The jailer, beiug 
alone and helpless, gave themup. They 
were first tied in couples, and then the 
couples all tied together, and marched 
out of town. Shortly after they had left 
shots were heard, and next morning six 
negroes were found outside the limits of 
the village, four dead, one mortally and 
the other dangerously wounded, all hav- 
ing been shot several times, They were 
the six who had confessed, and the other 
ten 

HAD MYSTERIOUSLY DISAPPEARED. 

Where were they? A search of the 
country far and wide failed to develop 
any dead negroes, and it soon began to be 
whispered about by radicals that the ten 
had escaped. They had, when the shoot- 
ing began, according to the thin story 
circulated, rushed over a bluff, and bound 
as they were, had gotten away from 
eighty-six armed men. The citizens saw 
plainly through it all now. The radicals 
and negroes, to counteract the effect of 
the discovery of their plot and the lenien- 
cy of the whites—the very five men 
whom they had intended to kill first form- 
ing part of their safety escort from court 
to juil—had taken the negroes out, 
shot those who had betrayed them 
and from whom they feared  fur- 
ther revelations, and released the others. 
The moral is clear to the wayfarer. 
The very sun shines through the whole 
affuir. The negroes are instigated and 
organized by white radicals for election 
purposes, who themselves caused the 
lynching for effect, as told; while, on the 
other hand, Governor Brown’s offer of an 
averegate reward of $43,000 for the 
lynchers shows where the democrats 
stand. There are men in Gibson county 
ready to declare thatthe head criminal 
is high in position and far away from the 
actual scenes Of outrage, while the fol- 
lowing figures will go far to show why 
Gibson county and vicinity should be 
selected for such deep and damnable polit- 
ical plotting. The county is the largest 
voting county in west Tennessee, except 
Shelby. Her white voting population is 
5,000, negro 1,000. The democratic ma- 
jority is 4,000. Carroll, adjoining, and 
in three or four miles of Hicketville, has 
a voting population of 4,000—1,800 dem- 
ocratic and 2,200 republican. The civil 
district, ‘‘Alwood,” in Carroll adjoining 
this Picketville county, is republican by 
fifty majority.

Brotuenr Patrons: It becomes my 
duty, being so prominently identified 
with the great farmers’ movement in 
Georgia, to invite your serious attention 
to the demands of time upon our noble 
order. Our efforts as producers of the 
soil under a protecting providence, to 
render our farms self-sustaining, have to 
a great measure proven successful. 

Our good Lord and Master has sent us 
early and late rains and fruitful seasons, 
and our so long empty granaries will 
soon groan with more cheering abun- 
dance than they have since the unfortu- 
nate war. The excessive hot and d 
weather, curtailing our cotton crop, is 
to be hoped will prove a blessing in dis- 
guise. The shrewd and sharp-sighted 
speculator, who has been so vigilant in

heralding through the press the crop of 


four and a half millions of bales, will be 
hushed, and the cotton ring, true to their 
instincts, were forging chains to fetter 
us—let us prepare to rend as under, and, 
true to ourselves, families and country, 
rally under our bright and floating col- 
ors, the only promise to the tillers of the 
soil. Weshould take time by the fore- 
lock, using our utmost influence with 
our friends who have so kindly come for- 
ward and coutributed to our necessities, 
furnishing food, etc., to hold our cotton 
until developments are made that are sat- 
isfactory as to the extent of the growing 
crop. 

Heartily congratulating you upon the 
spirit of self-reliance and fortitude which 
you have nobly manifested under priva- 
tions and disappointments grievous to be 
endured, and for which we were totally 
unprepared, let me earnestly and affec- 
tionately entreat you not toabandon the 
policy of making abundance of supplies 
for home, and heed earnestly the resolu- 
tion as passed by the cotton states con- 
vention of November last year, and im- 
pressively reiterated in its session of July 
last, of planting one-third of our arable 
land in small grain, one-third in corn and 
one-third in cotton. 

Harken the warning voice of the past, 
whose syren voice of planting all cotton, 
hurling us into bankruptcy of property 
and well nearof credit and character. 
Soon the season of sowing of fall and 
winter crops—turnips, wheat, oats, rye, 
etc., will be upon us, and remember 
earnestly that the judicious and prudent 
farmer, the good and faithful patron, will 
gather into their granaries, that them- 
selves, families and animals may have 
feed in winter. Our brother patrons of 
all the cotton growing states, pledging to 
us their hearty concurrence in the one- 
third system, and, therefore, while our 
cotton production will be diminished, 
you may yet hope torealize a greater 
amount of profit by the advance price of 
the same. Efforts are being made through 
the established agencies to try secure sup- 
plies of grain for seed at a reduced cost; 
and can’t ] ask, with some confidence, 
where are the good and true patron who 
have a surplus and will refuse to open 
their hearts and granaries in furnishing 
seed to promote the laudabie end we have 
in view ? oe 

Though the hardships, privations and 
disappointments of the farm are galling, 
let us bear it with christian fortitude, 
promising ourselves by such sacrifices a 
better day will soon dawn, and to has- 
ten that better time we will do all in our 
power to promote the interest of our no- 
ble undertaking. We propose soon to 
divide our state into districts, over which 
put wise and discreet deputies of our or- 
der, whose duties will be to canvass, lec- 
turing and organizing granges. In _ this 
[invoke the free and hearty co-opera- 
tion of every patron in Georgia.  Be- 
lieving the weal or woe of the south; yes, 
of the whole country, is depending upon 
the success or failure of the grunge move- 
ment, | propose, in addition to the depn- 
ty movement, to devote my entire time to 
the work of our order, and will visit, as I 
have beendomg, all parts of Georgia 
where duty and my good brothers have 
called me. Brothers, we have a great 
work to do. Let us set about it in ear- 
nest, and kindle aflame of brotherly love 
throughout our proud old state, and not 
be content until we enlist under our 
bright and flying colors every tiller ot 
the scil in our midst. 

The political parties of the country 
will soon be arrayed, and the sagacious 
politicions attempting to allure us into 
the entangling alliances of party.

Tutrp Assistant Postmaster-General 
Barber is in New York devising the best 
means for carrying out the new law in re- 
lation to the prepayment of postage upon 
newspapers and periodicals, which goes 
into effect on the first of next January. 
As the papers are to be weighed in bulk, 
and as the stamp cannot be aflixed to a 
bag that would in most cases contain 
other mail matter, the most feasible plan 
appears to the department to consist in 
the use of receipt books and stubs, the 
receipts to be torn off and given to the 
pubiisher, and the stubs, after the neces- 
sary memoranda are made, to be stamped 
with the requisite stamp or stamps, and 
retained by the postmaster.

SPEECH OF HON, M. A. CANDLER, 
Ladies, my Jriends, and felluw-citizens of De- 

Kalb: 

Ihave met you on many occasions, but 
none like the presen’. We have met on oc- 
casions of great interest to you and myself, 
but never on one in which there was more 
and dearer interests involved to yourselves 
and country, nor where there was more rea- 
son for you to be interested in vital matters 
relating to your homes and firesides. The 
dearest interests we have are affected by the 
course of the government and the measures 
proposed by it. 

You have been told that I am the stand- 
ard bearer of a particular party. 1am pre- 
sented to you by the party as its standard 
bearer to represent principles which are 
near and dear unto you, and opposed to 
all that is hurtful to- the constitution and 
the welfare of the country. 

UNDER WHICH KING ? 
Itis well for you to consider whether 
those principles are true or not, and wheth. 
er they are worthy of your support. Every 
interest worthy of preservation is involved 
inthe questions now to be decided. To 
make the matter plain and easy understood, 
it will be well to consider the past history 
of the country and of parties, especially of 
that party now administering the govern- 
ment, Contrast the principles which actu- 
ute that party with those that actuated the 
democratic party, and say which party 
should direct the affairs of this government, 
HISTORY OF PARTIES, 
There has been ever sinee the government 
was established, two great parties that divi- 
ded the country, and contested the right to 
rovern it. One was satisfied with the con- 
stitution and its limitations, and held 
those who administered the govern- 
ment to a strict construction of that 
constitution, and who maintained that the 
object of the government was for the cood 
of alland tothe injury cf none. Early in 
the history of the government was this di- 
vision made. This party became alarmed 
when the other proposed to subvert the con- 
stitution and exercise powers unknown to 
it, for the purposes, they claimed, of having 
a strong government, Which could dispense 
much patronage and give protection to one 
class to the injury of allother classes.

It was claimed un- 
der John Adams by tiat party that the gov- 
ernment could interfere with the relations 
f citizens in the states and declare what 
were crimes, and affix punishment for 
such crimes, and claimed that the 
president, could exercise certain powers, 
both judicial and legislative, outside and be- 
yond any power delegated by the constitu- 
tion. They claimed that the president had 
a right to determine who could remain in the 
eountry and who should be ccmpelled to 
leave it. This created great alarm among 
the people. They metin conventions and 
assemblies, and passed such laws and meas- 
ures as they deemed necessary to preserve 
the best interests of the country. That 
party was driven from power, and the other 
party which held the principles, we contend 
for to-day, assumed the control of govern- 
ment, and continued for more than sixty 
years to administer it, under the convic- 
tion that the constitution of the United 
States was made to protect the general wel- 
fare, and not for the benefit of the few, ac- 
cording to its letterand true spirit, giving 
protection to every one and injury to none. 

Whether the party was called republican, 
states rights, whig or democrat, the admin- 
istration of the government was in the in- 
terests of the people, and in accordance 
with the constitution. The government 
was respected and loved by every section 
and every class. 

THE PARTY OF PLUNDER, 

But during this time of prosperity there 
were those who did not love the government 
because it protected the iuterests of all the 
people, but because they wished to be a priv- 
ileged class and among the favored few, In 
order to accomplish their nefarious purposes 
they took adyantage of the prejudices ex- 
isting against slavery and inflamed the pub- 
lic mind that they might float into pow- 
er and plunder. They made that the question 
in 1836, 1840, 1852, 1856, and in 1860 under the 
name of republicans they were successful 
in obtaining control of the government. 
From that time to the present it has been 
administered by the republican party. They 
claim and as faras they can, exercise un- 
limited power, restrained by no constitution 
which must bend or break to serve their 
purposes. os | administer the government 
not for the good of the whole people but in 
the interests of the party in aspirit of 
hate and to the injury of one portion of the 
country. 

What was the effect onthe minds of the 
people when they came into power? Had 
they not just cause foralarm? What was 
the result? A desolating war. By whom 
was this war inaugurated and carried on but 
by the republican party. The war with its 
desolation swept over the country. Not 
coutent with robbing us of our property, 
they now eeek to create an antagonism of 
races, they seek to keep their party in power, 
regardiess of consequences, 

They emancipated the slaves, gave them 
the franchise, and now seek to degrade the 
whites to their level. To carry out their 
purposes they seek to elevate the negro te 
enable them to tyrannize over the whites. 
To accomplish their ends they disfranchised 
leading men, good and true, and enfran- 
chised ignorant and degraded negroes. 
That is not enough. They seek now the 
passage of the so-called civil rights bill or 
more truly, a social equality bill. What is 
all this for? Is it to elevate the negro? 
Rather isit not to degrade the whites? And 
all for the purpose that they may retain 


power. 
THE PARTY OF HATE. 


They are not satisfied with simply degrad- 
ing the whites, and depriving some of the 
best and most intelligent of the right to 
vote, or have any influence in the govern- 
ment, but they propose to grant that power 
to the ignorant and degraded negro, and to 
make him competent to vote and hold office. 
And your dearest interests and rights are to 
be entrusted to the colored people, who 
have already demonstrated to the world 
their incapacity to administer any civilized 
government—a race without virtue or iutel- 
ligence, who exercise political power not 
for their own good. No, my friends, that 
is not the secret. The reason is that they 
may perpetuate power in that party that 
hates you and does not love them—a party 
that hates the constitution of our fathers.

tion or virtue or honesty, but one dead and 
uniform level, and that the lowest!

HeavVY ON THE POLICE COMMISSIONERS, 
—Justice Butt yesterday rendered a decision 
in a criminal case, which will probably make 
our board of police commissioners open 
their eyes puetty wide. The case was against 
aman named W. F. Kersey. .The warrant 
against him was sworn out by Mr. W. A. 
Bonnell, the guardhouse keeper, and charged 
him with perjury. A few weeks ago Kersey 
was arrested and locked upin the guardhouse 
for some violation of the city ordinances. 
After he had been tried by the recorder, paid 
his fine and released, he made a complaint 
against Bonnell to the board of commission- 
ers, alleging that a certain sum of money he 
had upon his person when carried to the 
guardhouse had been taken away by Bon- 
nell and never returned. These charges 
were investigated by the board, and after a 
full hearing, in which Kersey signally 
failed to sustain his charge, the 
entire proceedings were dismis Bon- 
nell subsequently had Kersey ar- 
rested for perjury in certain evidence he 
rave before the commissioners op oath. 

bis perjury case was tried yesterday. The 
defendant demurred to the charge upon 
the ground, that under the law creating the 
board of police commissioners, no authority 
is given them to administer oaths. After 
argument the demurrer was sustained and 
the perjury case dismissed atthe prosecu- 
tuor’s cost.
